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GEN BRADLEY SET 
OUT 4 COURSES OF 
ACTION POSSBLE 
FOR UN. I KOREA 


Doesn’t Commit Self to 
Any, and Warns Some 
Risk All-Out War With 
China, Even World 

Conflict. 


PALM BEACH, Fla., March 2 
-—Gen. Omar Bradley told today 
of four courses of military action 
the United Nations gould take 
in Korea, He warned that some 
of them carry the risk of touch- 
ing off all-out war with the Chi- 
nese Reds, or even starting World 
War III, 


Bradley, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, said cautiously 
he was committed neither for nor 
against them. The decision is not 
his to make, he added, 


His Four Alternatives. 


Here are the alternatives which 
Bradley set forth: 

1. Get out of Korea—an action 
“which I believe the American 
people and their allies would not 
condone” because, he said, it 
would jeopardize U.N. authority 
and give Communism free rein in 
Asia. 

2. Continue the war as now, 
keeping up pressure, keeping 
down U.N. casualties, inflicting 
the maximum possible casualties 
on Red battlefront forces. 

3. Continue the pressure in Ko- 
rea—but be ready to “take the 
additional military steps, from 
time to time, where a military 
advantage might accrue.” Brad- 
ley did not say whether this 
might mean a U.N. offensive. The 
hope obviously would be the pres- 
sure might eventually tire Red 
China and léad it to quit. 

4. Take any one or any combi- 
nation of military steps to get a 
decision in Korea “even while we 
realize it might eventually involve 
us in all-out war with Communist 
China.” Broadening of the war 
‘in this manner, Bradley said, 
“might pin down the bulk of our 
military power on the continent 
of Asia, and could eventually de- 
velop into World War III.” 


Round Table. 

Bradley chose as his forum for 
his lengthy prepared address the 
Palm Beach Round Table, a cul- 
tural organization which brings 
various experts and authorities 
here to lecture. | 

His remarks seemed to have 
particular significance when taken 
against a background which in- 
cludes: 

(A) The scheduled arrival. in 
Washington tomorrow of Gen. 
James A. Van Fleet, commander 
of the Eighth Army in Korea 
until a few weeks ago. “ Congres- 
sional committees want Van Fleet 
to give them his ideas about end- 
ing the stalled war. So does Pres- 
ident Eisenhower. Van Fleet has 
said a U.N. offensive would cer- 
tainly succeed, 

(B) The trip Bradley made to 
Korea with Eisenhower just be- 
fore the latter’s inauguration. 
During the trip the two World 
War II colleagues had opportunity 
to discuss strategy at length— 
and see how it was working in 
Korea. 

(C) The move to step up psy- 
chological warfare in the cold war 
phase of the conflict with Com- 
munism. Presentation by the 
Joint Chiefs chairman of alterna- 
tive war plans could keep the 
Reds guessing. 

Bradley cautioned that “we 
would have to assess the risk of 
each step taken,’ among which 
he included possible use of 
atomic weapons. He said: 

“We would have to be prepared 
for the counter-measures. the 
“Communists could take and the 
counter-measures that eventually 
the Soviet Union might take be- 
cause of the Sino-Russian treaty 
(the pact between the Peiping 
Red government and Moscow).” 

Long-Term Decisions Involved, 

Before anything was done, the 
general said, he thought the U.N.

GASOLINE PRICE 
UP AGAIN; NOW 
TOPS OLD CEILING

Gasoline prices were increased 
at least 1 cent a gallon, about 1 
cent above the old ceiling price, 
at most filling stations in the St. 
Louis area today, Melroy Horn, 
president and business represen- 
tative of the AFL Teamsters and 
Chauffeurs Union, Local 618, re- 
ported. 

This was the second increase 
here in two weeks following the 
break in the price war which had 
been going on since last Novem- 
ber. Prices were increased 5 to 
6 cents a gallon Feb. 16 at most 
filling stations in the city and 
county. 

Horn said new prices range 
from 25.4 to 27.5 cents for regular 
to 27.4 to 29.5 cents for premium. 
During the price war, costs Were 
as low as 18.9 for regular. 

Ceiling prices varied, depend- 
ing on grade, from 24.5 cents a 
gallon to 26.5 cents, regv’ar, and 
from 26.5 ta 28.5 cents for pre- 
mium gasoline. A group of fill- 
ing station operators will meet 
Thursday to determine the feas- 
ibility of establishing uniform 
contracts with the various gaso- 

companies.

CHURCHILL WILLING 
TO MEET STALIN ON 
EISENHOWER TERMS 


LONDON, March 2 (UP) — 
Prime Minister Churchill said 
today he would be willing to 
meet with President Eisenhower 
and Premier Stalin at any time, 
on terms recently laid down by 
the President. 

Churchill made his statement 
in the House of Commons in 
answer to a question about Eisen- 
hower’s disclosure last week that 
he would be willing to go half- 
way to meet Stalin if it would 
further the cause of world peace. 

In his statement, Churchill 
made an implicit bid to sit in on 
anv talk between Eisenhower 
and the Russian Prime Minister. 

It has been made plain fre- 
quently that he not only seeks to 
be kept fully informed on any 
negotiations for an Eisenhower- 
Stalin meeting but wants to be 
the third man in any conference. 


GEIGER COUNTER 
USED TO EXAMINE 
GIFTS TO PRESIDENT 


WASHINGTON, March 2 (UP) 
—Secret Service agents assigned 
to protection of President Eisen- 
hower have added a geiger count- 
er to the equipment used to pro- 
tect the Chief Executive. 

They had one along this last 
weekend at Augusta, Ga., to ex- 
amine any suspicious’ packages 
that arrived at the President’s 
vacation headquarters. 

Most packages sent to Eisen- 
hower in Washington are sub- 
mitted to a fluoroscopic exami- 
nation before they are opened, 
and particularly if they come 
from senders unknown to the 
White House staff. 

A geiger also would be used to 
check for dangerous radio-activity 
in event of an atomic explosion, 
if some one was left to operate 
the gadget.

Wahigreti said. 

Snow, which began early yes- 
terday and continued until dark, 
coated streets and highways with 


in St. Louis. county. 

Police and crews of the Pub- 
lic Service Co. spread cinders and 
salt at intersections and on in- 
clines during the night, with the 
result that traffic in the city was 
near normal today. The Express 
Highway was open. 

Highways Mazardous. 

The more seri traffic situa- 
tions occurred on) the highways. 
The Highway Patyol reported that 
machines stalling on hills on U. 
S. Highways 66, 40 and 61 caused 
jams that required hours to un- 
tangle yesterday. 

Driving was pronounced haz- 
ardous, and motorists were 
warned to travel only if necessary. 
The Highway Department scat- 
tered cinders on inclines and 
curves, and at intersections. 

Illinois roads were slick and 
snow-packed, and motorists were 
cautioned to drive with extreme 
care. U.S. Highway 67 was closed 
at Rushville, in the west-central 
section of the state. 

The storm reached blizzard pro- 
portions, with wind gusts up to 
35 miles an hour. Heaviest snow- 
fall in Missouri was 8 inches at 
St. Joseph. Snow was general 
over the state, except af the 
southern border. 

Air Service Disrupted. 

Air traffic here was halted last 
night and early today, due to icy 
runways, low visibility and un- 
favorable wind conditions at Lam- 
bert-St. Louis -Field. Schedules 
were resumed this afternoon, after 
workmen cleared ice from run- 
ways. 

Bus schedules fell as much’ as 
six hours behind yesterday, due 
to road conditions. Dispatchers 
said operations improved greatly 
today. . 

At Union Station officials said 
the storm had no effect on rail 
operation. Inbound trains were 
reported on time this morning. 

Paul M. Bernard, St. Louis 
County Farm Agent, said the 
snowfall “couldn’t have been bet- 
ter if it had been ordered.” Ber- 
nard explained that the snow 
would increase reserve moisture, 
which has been low, and “will 
work wonders for ter wheat 


and early oat crops.’

IME TO STATES 


Attorney General’s View 
Aimed at ‘Minimizing 
if Not Eliminating’ 
Constitutional Contro- 
versy. 


WASHINGTON, March 2 (AP) 
—Attorney General Brownell told 
the Senate today he believes the 
states shbuld get the mineral re- 
sources in submerged coastal 
areas but that he would not give 
them quitclaim title to the terri- 
tory. | 

Brownell went before the Sen- 
ate Interior Committee which is 
considering bills aimed at giving 
the coastal states title to the 
coastal. regions, often miscalled 
tidelands. 

Meanwhile, House Speaker Jo- 
seph W. Martin Jr. said at the 
White House that he expects the 
House Judiciary Committee to ap- 
prove a tidelands bill this week 
and present it for debate on the 
floor “reasonably soon.” Senate 
Majority Leader Robert A. Taft 
said he thought the Senate In- 
terior Committee would report 
similar legislation fairly soon. 

The tidelands issue figufed 
prominently in last year’s presi- 
dential campaign. President 
Eisenhower supported the claim 
by some states that title to the 
lands should be vested in the 
states. Adlai Stevenson, his Dem- 
ocratie opponent, held that the 
Federal Government owns para- 
mount rights in the region. 

A Constitutional Point. 


Brownell said his view was 
aimed at “minimizing if not elim- 
inating altogether the' constitu- 
tional point raised by .the wit- 
messes before this committee.” 

He said: “I do not thereby in- 
tend to cast any doubt upon the 
constitutionality of the so-called 
quitclaim statute.” 

By quitclaim, Brownell meant 
action by Congress which would

Attorney General Elaborates. 


Brownell explained by this he 
means the Federal Government 
should retain power to regulate 
navigation, conduct national de- 
fense and carry on international 
relations in the offshore “state 
areas.” 

Brownell would leave to the 
states full jurisdiction over oil ex- 
ploration and production within 
their “historical boundaries.”’ Ad- 
vocates of federal ownership have 
charged that “greedy” oil inter- 
ests are supporting the states’ 
claims for the lands so as to ex- 
ploit the undersea oil treasure. 
In the so-called outer belt—the 
submerged lands seaward from the 
states’ “historical boundaftes” to 
the edge of the continental shelf; 
—the Interior Department should 
have “specific authorization” to 
develop natural resources “‘with 
the income therefrom going to the 
entire nation,” Brownell said. 

Texan’s Amendment. 
Senator Price Daniel (Dem.), 
Texas, has offered a bill to have 
this area developed jointly by the 
federal and state governments 
with the states receiving 3742 per 
cent of any oil and gas revenues. 
It has been estimated that some 
of the richest deposits are in this 
area, 

Daniel professed no concern 
over limitations proposed by 
Brownell, but said he still intends 
to fight for his own bill. 

Floridian Backs Brownell. 

Senator Spessard Holland 
(Dem.), Florida, a leading advo- 
cate of state ownership, said 
Brownell’s stand was “éntire 
satisfactory” and “the net result 
would be the same” as he has 
proposed in a bill co-sponsored by. 
40 Senators. 

Brownell did not indorse any 
single bill on the tidelands, but 
he said his recommendations 
would fulfill campaign pledges the 
Republicans made last fall on the 
disputed offshore areas. 

The Attorney General told the 
committee he was advancing. his 
suggestion “merely to draw your 
attention to a method-of mini- 
mizing if not eliminating alto- 
gether the constitutional point

This was a reference to a deci- 
sion by the Supreme Court in 
1947 holding that the Federal 
Government has “paramount 
rights” to the oil and other min- 
eral resources in the submerged 
lands off the coasts of Texas, Cal- 
ifornia and Louisiana.

Reds Blamed for Anti-

TEHRAN, March 2 (AP)—Mobs 
shouting anti-American slogans 
stoned United States cars and 
homes today as riots continued in 
Iran’s capital. Premier Mo- 
hammed Mossadegh’s supporters 
appeared to be gaining the upper 
hand in the demonstrations which 
have alternately assailed and de- 
fended tie aged nationalist leader. 

Crowds hurled rocks at Ameri- 
can homes on Roosevelt avenue, 
at the United States Embassy’s 
administrative counselor Laurence 
C. Frank, and at jeeps driven by 
Embassy Attache Warren Silver 
and by a secretary, Betty White. 
None of them was hurt. 

(The United Press reported 
that Communists, seeking to join 
the pro-Mossadegh crowds, were 
responsible for the attacks on the 


American vehicles. The American } 


occupants of the jeeps fled when 
the Communists blocked their 
progress. The Reds heaved rocks 
and paving stones through the 
windshields.) 

Student Stabbed to Death. 


One Iranian student was stabbed 
to death in a fight. between Mos- 
sadegh supporters and members 
of outlawed Communist Tudeh 


The enraged mob carried the 
body of the student, a Mossadegh 
follower, to the Parliament square 
and paraded it above the crowd, 
which swelled to an estimated 
8000 persons. 

The crowd finally became so 
threatening that police dispersed 
is by shooting into the air and 
firing tear gas bursts. 

At the anti-American outbreak, 
Point IV and consular offices in 
the city were closed and Embassy 
personnel was ordered to keep off 
the streets. 


Mossadegh, meanwhile, moved 
to re-establish his hold on the 
government’s reins after the mob 
attack on his home Saturday 
which sent him dashing in pa- 
jamas for the traditional sanc- 
tuary of the Parliament building. 

70 Officers Arrested. 

The government arrested 70 
army officers—65 retired and 
five on the active list—and ac- 
cused them of inciting the demon- 
strators against the Government. 

Mossadegh also fired his army 
chief of staff, Gen. Mahmud Ba- 
harmast, accusing him of not act- 
ing promptly to check the anti- 
government riots, which contin- 
aed today. 

An anti-Mossadegh mob raided 
the headquarters of the pro-Mos- 
sadegh Iran party and smashed 
furniture and windows, but gen- 
erally today’s demonstrations 
were in support of the Premier. 

Replacing the weekend cry of 
“death or the Shah,” the mass 
outpouring of pro- Mossadegh 
demonstrators around the Parlia- 
ment building today screamed 
“death or Mossadegh”—the same 
battle cry which has helped avert

$947,325,579. Catch-All 
Measure Adopted by

WASHINGTON, March 2 (UP) 
—The Senate today passed a 
$947,325,579 appropriation bill for 
the fiscal year. 

The Senate followed the lead 
of the House in denying $1,200,- 
000,000 requested by the Armed 
Services and Defense Department. 
The bill authorized these agencies 
to use unspent money appropriat- 
ed for other purposes in place of 
the newly requested funds. 

Approval came after Senator 
Bridges (Rep.), New Hampshire 
asserted that military spending is 
not “a sacred cow” immune from 
congressional cuts. | 

Approved by voice vote, the 
measure was a catch-all carrying 
supplemental funds for various 
government agencies for the fis- 
cal year ending next June 30. 

Inasmuch as the Senate added 
$22,152,659 to the House-approved 
total, the measure now goes to a 
House-Senate conference commit- 
tee for adjustment of differences. 

Senator Monroney (Dem.) Ok- 
lahoma said he thought denying 
the $1,200,000,000 was “robbing 
Peter to pay Paul” and that the 
action would not result in “saving 
a thin dime.” 

The Senate version of the bill 


conformed with the House meas- ° 


ure in that both carried $20,500,- 
000 for payments to school dis- 
tricts in defense areas. 

One of the additions made by 
the Senate—in response to a plea 
from President Eisenhower—pro- 
vided $60,000 for the Council of 
Economic Advisers.

WASHINGTON, March 2 (UP) 
—Republican congressional lead- 
ers said after a White House call 
today they expect passage of legis- 
lation on tidelands and Hawaiian 
statehood in about three weeks, 

They also said they expect Pres- 
ident Eisenhower to submit no 
later than next week a reorgan- 
ization plan which would raise 
the Federal Security Agency to 
Cabinet level. 


Prospects for the . Hawailan 
statehood and tidelands oil bills 
were discussed by House Speaker 
Joseph W. Martin Jr., Massa- 
chusetts, and Senate Republican 
Leader Robert A. Taft of 
Ohio after the President's reg- 
ular Monday morning conference 
with Republican congressional 
leaders. 

Senator Hugh Butler (Rep.), 
Nebraska, and Representative 
Chauncey Reed (Rep.), Illinois, 
chairmen of e Senate and 
House committtes handling the 
tidelands legislation, sat in on the 
White House conference. 

Mrs. Hobby at Conference. 

Mrs. Oveta Culp Hobby, Fed- 
eral Security Administrator, 
joined the congressional leaders 
at the regular weekly conference 
because the discussion dealt in 
part with the FSA. Mrs. Hobby 
presumably would head the new 
department. 

Martin said he expects the 
House Judiciary Committee to 
report out the Hawaiian statehood 
bill today. Taft said the Senate 
committee expects to approve 
statehood for Hawaii this week. 
and “it will take a week to pass” 
the bill to make the islands the 
forty-ninth state. 

Both Taft and Martin said 
Congress would act on which- 
ever bill is ready for floor action 
first. 

The meeting with the legisla- 
tive leaders was Eisenhower's 
first order of business after a 
weekend of golfing in Georgia. 
Taft said he believes “without 
question” the Hawaiian statehood 
bill will get through the Senate 
this time. 

Asked whether he thought it 
might encounter a filibuster, he 
said, “there will be a good deal 
of talk but I doubt that it will 
crystallize into a real filibuster.” 

Martin said the tidelands oil 
bill is expected out of committee 
this week and it would be taken 
up on the House floor “reason- 
ably soon.” 

The congressional leaders said 
indications are that Eisenhower 
will get along for the time being 
with only one ecomonic adviser 
instead of the three-man council 
authorized by law. Taft said the 
President wanted to study the 
matter before making a final de- 
cision. 

Taft said Eisenhower probably 
would appoint one adviser now 
and decide when the regular ap- 
propriation bills are considered 
whether to add two more. 


Had ‘Wonderful’ Holiday. 

The President flew back to 
Washington last night from Au- 
gusta, Ga., where he traveled last 
Thursday for a long weekend. 

As he got into his car at na- 
tional airport and headed home 
to the White House, a reporter 
asked Eisenhower whether he had 
a good time at the Augusta Na- 
tional Club. 

“It was fine,” he said ‘with a 
smile. “Wonderful.” 

He was accompanied from Au- 
gusta by Mrs. Eisenhower and her 
mother, Mrs. John S. Doud, of 
Denver. A small staff of White 
House aids made the trip also. . 

The President got in a final 
round of golf before he left, after 
he and Mrs. Eisenhower had at- 
tended early services at the Reid 
Memorial Presbyterian Church in 
Augusta. 

There was no announcement of 
the President’s score for that 
round, but he reportedly had an- 
other tally in the 90s.

MARTIN A. SHEAR 
GETS 6 MONTHS IN 
JAIL IN TAX CASE 


Evading $12,296 In- 
come Taxes — Judge 
Says He Aided Agents. 


Martin A. Shear, jewelry ‘store 
owner, was sentenced to serve six 
months in jail and fined $5000 
today in United States district 
court on his plea of guilty to a 
charge of evading payment of 
$12,296 in income taxes in 1945. 

Under the law, Shear might 
have been sentenced to five years 
in the penitentiary, in addition to 
a $10,000 fine, but Judge Roy W. 
Harper explained that he was 
showing leniency in the sentence 
because “this is a most unusual 
case.” / 

“Shear co-operated with the 
government agents in every re- 
spect,” Judge Harper said. “And 
in his own mind, he made a vol- 
untary disclosure of his tax de- 
ficiencies.” 

Through his counsel, 
Blanton, of Sikeston, former 
United States attorney here, 
Shear disclosed that jn 1945 his 
net worth was $250,000, but he 
now is without funds because of 
his tax trotbles. 

It was disclosed that Shear had 
paid the Government about $150,- 
000 for civil liabilities for income 
tax deficiencies in the period 
1942-1945, inclusive, and still owes 
$90,471. 

Assistant United States Attor- 
ney William J. Costello said that 
in addition to the income taxes 
Shear also has paid deficiencies in 
excise taxes amounting to $64,413, 
but still owes $43,000. The latter 
figure represents a compromise 
reached with the government on 
a claim for $66,000. 

Shear will serve his sentence 
at the United States Medical 
Center at Springfield, Mo. 

Shear operates stores at 303 
North Seventh street and 3602 
South Grand boulevard. 

He was indicted in Janfary, 
1952, on the income tax charge 
and a second count of evading 
$1335 in excise taxes. He plead- 
ed not guilty of both charges in 
September, 1952, and his trial 
was set for last Dec. 8. 

In November, however, he ab- 
ruptly changed his plea to guilty 
in the income tax case, and the 
Government dropped the charge 
relating to excise taxes. 

In March, 1946, Shear made 
voluntary disclosure of his tax 
deficiencies to the Internal Rev- 
enue Bureau but in a hearing 
last Sept. 2, on a motion to dis- 
miss the indictments against him, 
it was revealed that his disclos- 
ure came one hour after ‘the bu- 
reau had learned about it from 
another source.

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AMERICANS FIGHT 
IN OWN BUNKERS, 


French and Thai Troops 
| Also Help Repulse 750 
| Chinese Who Deited 


Main Line. 


SEOUL, March 2 (AP —Allied 
infantry men fighting at times 
inside their own bunkers smashed 
a 750-man Chinese Communist 
assault against the main United 
Nations line on the western Ko- 
rean front last night. 

The Eighth Army reported the 
Reds were beaten back in a three 
and one-half hour close-quarter 
fight. American, French and 
Thai infantry men joined in the 


battle and were supported by 
British Commonwealth artillery. 

The Chinese penetrated U.N. 
defenses at one point on a 
5500-yard front near Little Gibral- 
tar Hill west of Yonchon and 
partly overran an American 
platoon, but the Americans stood 
their ground and drove the Reds 
out. The Eighth Army reported 
nearly 200 Chinese were killed 
or wounded, 

It was the heaviest Communist 
attack in more than a month. The 
Eighth Army did not identify the 
American division. French and 
Thai troops have been attached 
to the United States Second Di- 
vision. 

n and Snow. 

Rain and wet snow fell on the 
battlefront today, after the Reds 
retreated to their own lines. It 
turned the scene of Sunday night's 
battle into a veritable guagmire 
and made it difficult to commu- 
nicate with the front lines. The 
overcast grounded U.N. war- 
planes. 

The Communists supported 
their western front assault with 
1200 rounds of artillery shells. 
British Commonwealth artillery 
men answered with an even 
heavier barrage. 

A spokesman for an Allied di- 
vision said that for ay hour it had 
“all the aspects and indications 
of a pretty big Communist push.” 

American soldiers who held a 
spur on Little Gibraltar were at- 
tacked by 175 Reds.

WASHINGTON, March 2 (AP) 
Two dairy industry spokesmen 
testified before the Senate Bank- 
ing Committee today in general 
opposition to a stand-by law for 
price, wage and rent controls, 

Their testimony marked the 


start of four weeks of open hear- 
ings on what to do about the

Capehart, in a statement at the 
outset of the hearings, said “It is 
my considered judgment, and I 
know a majority of the members 
of this committee share my view, 
that if we prepare ourselves for a 
system of controls to combat a 
possible inflationary situation, we 
will do most to prevent the very 
situation which we all fear. 

“In other words, a little eco- 
nomic penicillin, now, may save 
us from what might well be an 
economic plague—come a war, 
God forbid.” 

Four Objections. 

Jones, who is an official of the 
Pet Milk Co. of St. Louis, stated 
a objections to the Capehart 
1. It is impossible to tell the 

circumstances that might make 
oe of controls desir- 
able. 

2. Congress should not give 
the President such important 
power but should enact the 
needed legislation if the emer- 
gency arose. 

3. The stand-by bill would 
require “an enormous expendi- 
ture” for staff and is undesir- 
able in view of the prospective 
federal deficit. 

4. “The effect of stand-by 
wage and price control legisla-: 
tion would be inflationary.” 

Capehart asked if the dairy in- 
dustry committee would want to 
be heard in the event of an emer- 
gency and congressional consider- 
ation of a bill on controls,

WASHINGTON, March 2 (UP)

to restore the spirit of confidence

| purpose.”

POSSIBLE COURSES

Continued from Page One. 


States “would have to make long- 
term foreign policy decisions on 
future relations in the Far East.” 

Bradley said his points No. 3 
and 4 had “many possibilities,” 
among them: 

“By adding to our forces in 
Korea—which would call for a/'| 
much greater mobilization of men | 
and industry—and taking the’ 
necessary casualties, United Na- 
tions forces could drive to the 
Yalu river and free Korea of the 
Communist Chinese. 

“We could extend the air war 
into Manchuria. This would re- 
quire bombardment of the Com- 
munist air bases across the Yalu 
and would have to include the 
devastation of the communica- 
tions centers and military targets 
in the manufacturing centers of 
Manchuria, if they were to be 
effective.” 

The U.N. could intensify eco- 
nomic sanctions against the Reds, 
Bradley said, and the U.N. “could 
declare a naval blockade.” 

“This course of action is com- 
plicated by the status of the Brit- 
ish crown colony Hong Kong,” he 
continued. “Naval experts tell us 
that to be most effective this ac- 
tion would have to include the 
blockade of two Chinese ports 
now under control of the Soviet 
Union,, Dairen and Port Arthur, 
and the blockade of naval ship- 
ping.” 

Another Strategic Plan. 

Another course of action he 
mentioned would be a combined 
ground-air-navy offensive to ad- 
vance the battle line to the nar- 
row waist of Korea. 

Without going into details, 
Bradley said that “another factor 
which could be added to the war 
if a practical opportunity should 
present itself is the use of atomic 
weapons.” 
| Bradiey continued: 

“All of these possibilities—and 
many others—have been studied 
and considered in the past and 
are constantly being considered 
as ways and means of reaching a 
decision for the United Nations 
in Korea. Many of them have 
not been taken in the past be- 
cause we didn’t have the power 
to do them effectively; many of 
them were not taken—and are not 
taken now—because a military 
advantage does not accrue. Many 
of these actions could only be 
taken if the larger, high-level 
policy decisions were made.

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Callanan vs. Tucker 


The feal source and true nature of much of 


- the opposition té Raymond R. Tucker’ in. his 


campaign for the Democratic mayoral nomina- 
tion is now out in the open; and it is not very 
edifying. It comes from those organization poli- 
ticlans who are considerably more interested in 
spoils than they are in the welfare of St. Louis. 

There could hardly have been a more blatant 
demonstration of this than the appearante of 
former Sheriff Thomas F. Callanan at an organ- 
ization meeting last Thursday at which Mr. Tuck- 
er’s opponent, Mark D. Eegleton, was indorsed. 

Until its crushing rejeccion by the voters last 
August, the machine headed by Callanan was 
the most brazen and ambitious element in local 
politics. How it was financed in part by daily 
levies on members of the union headed by Law- 
rence L. Callanan, the former sheriff's brother, 
has been more recently publicized. 

It is disappointing to see this element lined up 
in support of Mr, Eagleton. Under other circum- 
stances, he might not be quite the candidate pre- 
ferred by these payroll-minded professional poll- 
ticlans. But the leaders of a badly beaten ma- 
chine, determined to make a come-back, obvious- 
ly are more afraid of Mr. Tucker than of his 


opponent. 


Raymond Tucker’s long advocacy of good gov- 
ernment and his opposition to the spoils system 
are well known. He was the hafd-working leader 
in the writing of the proposed city charter which 
would have eliminated the juiciest political 
plums in the municipal government for the 
benefit of St. Louis taxpayers, but to the great 
distress of the spoilsmen. 

That is why Callanan and his lawyer-associate, 
Morris Shenker, openly headed the fight against 
ratification of the charter. That was one of the 


_ nastiest campaigns of misrepresentation ever 


waged in St. Louis. The charter section giving 
the city the power to levy taxes, a power which 
every municipality must have, was misrepre- 
sented as actually imposing new taxes. That 
malignly false argument may again be surrep- 
titiously used in this mayoral campaign, but the 
voters of St. Louis should not allow themselves 
to be fooled a second time. 

The proposed charter, on which Mr. Tucker 
and his fellow freeholders worked intensively 
for a full year, would have relieved the troubles 
which still bedevil the city government. It was 
an intelligent and sincere effort to apply the 
best principles of modern city government with- 
in the traditions of St. Louis. As such it was 
typical of Mr. Tucker’s approach to public af- 
fairs, an approach which is at once high-minded 
and practical, 

The man’s practical side was just as clearly 
demonstrated when he supplied the solid engi- 


neering formula which was the foundation of 


the sensationally successful fight against smoke 
and smog led by James L. Ford Jr. It was shown 
again in Mr. Tucker's work in behalf of St. 
Louis’s civil defense, a job for which he was 
selected by outstanding community leaders and 
for which he was granted leave of absence 
by Washington University. 

A man with Mr. -Tucker’s fine record in com- 
munity affairs will. not compromise it by mak- 
ing deals with spSilsmen, even if such deals 
could produce the winning votes. The Callanans 
know this all too well. That is why they are 
against Mr. Tucker. And that is about the best 
reason why the great majority of St. Louis vot- 
ers should favor his nomination.

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Is There a Good Filibuster? 


When Senators Lehman of New York and An- 
derson of New Mexico begin talking of filibus- 
ter as lovingly as though they were Senators 
Maybank of South Carolina and Eastland of 
Mississippi, it is a confusing state of affairs. Yet 
it is by no means unprecedented. Senators of 
all shades of quality and opinion have resorted 
to filibuster down the years. The device has 
been used to obstruct bad legislation, like the 
pending offshore-oil quitclaim bill, as well as 
good legislation, like the civil rights measures. 

That is why the filibuster is so deeply embed- 
ded in the Senate, why it is so hard to eliminate 
or even ameliorate. So we say, with respect to 
the threatened filibuster on offshore oil, that we 
hope it will not happen. Unlimited sensible de- 
bate, yes. Talking on and on purely to prevent 
a majority decision, no. It is an undemocratic 
device, and a good end does not justify the bad 
means. 

We hope that when the Senate votes, it will— 
contrary to advance indications—reject this un- 
wise and dangerous bill; that, if the Senate 
passes the measure, President Eisenhower—also 
contrary to advance , indications—will veto it; 
and that if the President does not veto it, its 


- gonstitytionality can be successfully challenged 


before the Supreme Court. And sooner or later,

A major test of the Eisenhower Administra-

For Mr. Cole's record in the House 
was one of persistent opposition to public hous- 
ing—-a major phase of the program he is named 
to administer. 

It is also fair to ask because of the scandal 
which has come to light since the designation 
of C. Wesley Roberts of Kansas as chairman of 
the Republican National Committee. Mr. Rob- 
erts’s 10 per cent fee on a Kansas state office 
building transaction, with not too much to 
show in the way of services, has produced a 
loud outcry in the usually placid Republican 
press of Kansas. 

The President will learn that a man {fs not 
necessarily qualified for important public office 
solely because he comes from Kansas—just as 
Harry Truman learned the same lesson about 
Missourians. 


A Little Exaggeration 

A New York report in 
for and against a Missouri bill to cpen state wel- 
fare rolls to public inspection may have exag- 
gerated their arguments. 

Gov. Donnelly and legislators supporting the 
bill think it would lead to a less expensive wel- 
fare program. Opponents fear inspection would 
drive deserving welfare recipients off the rolls. 
Since New York is considering a somewhat simi- 
lar measure, its welfare department checked 
with three states which do permit inspection— 
Illinois, Indiana and Alabama. And this is what 
was found: 

First, opening welfare lists to inspection had 
no appreciable effect on the cost of aid pro- 
grams. Second, in no state was any family 
found which had withdrawn from assistance 
rolls because of fear of inspection. 

In short, inspection laws seem to leave both 
the public and welfare recipients apathetic. But 
the laws do at least remove the secrecy from 
an important public program where, it now ap- 
pears, there is not much reason for it. And 
where state government is concerned, the less 
secrecy the better. 


Rx: Reasonableness 

Whatever the merits of the AFL electticians’ 
dispute with the AFL stagehands at Kiel audi- 
torium, it can better be solved by arbitration 
than by harassing the public. Yet innocent by- 
standers have borne the brunt of it. 

Telecasts and radio broadcasts from the audi- 
torium have been suspended since last Septem- 
ber. Several exhibits in the Home Show, which 
is not an issue in the dispute, were darkened. 
Thousands of fans were turned back when a 
wrestling show had to be canceled at the eleventh 
hour. 

A decision whether the stagehands should 
continue to handle the controls for the house 
lights and the public address systems, or whether 
the electricians should be allowed to do it, 
should not be too difficult. for a board of arbi- 
tration. The electricians say they have offered 
‘to arbitrate. Why do not both parties submit the 
whole issue to arbitration? It seems the only 
sensible course.

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For a Secciidany Airport 

A special committee of the Municipal Airport 
Commission has revived the subject of creating 
a secondary St. Louis airport at Parks Metro- 
politan Fields just south of East St. Louis. The 
committee, which is headed by Walter E. Burte- 
low, proposes that St. Louis and St. Clair county 
officials join in taking immediate steps to de- 
velop the Parks field as a part of the St. Louis 
system. , 

The recommendation is that either East St. 
Louis or St. Clair county buy Parks, together 


with any needed additional acreage, and lease - 


the area to St. Louis for operation. Certain 
federal and state funds would be available for 
development of the field. 

As our readers know, the Post-Dispatch has 
long favored the development of an airport close 
to St. Louis’s' downtown business section. 
Lambert-St. Louis Field is being brought closer 
to downtown through the rearrangement of the 
field and by faster highways, but it always will 
be a long distance by bus or automobile from 
the downtown hotels. And it is at downtown 
hotels and office buildings that a great deal of 
air traffic originates. 


The question is not whether the Parks ~field 


is needed in all its facilities today. It concerns 
instead the area’s air needs in the future. The 
committee, headed by Mr. Burtelow, fortunately 
is looking ahead. 

Even now a secondary field, close to down- 
town, could relieve pressure at Lambert by pro- 
viding, as the report points out, space for ex- 
ecutive planes and training purposes. The re- 
port ought to spur action. One of these days 
the land around Parks will go into housing or 
industrial development and then it will be too 
late.

Two VG of ‘Trade vs. Aid’

Standard Oil official urges Administration to cut down all forms 
of interference with private enterprise, reduce tariff barriers; Utah 
Senator denies that increased trade can end Europe's dollar gap, 
says Congress will go slowly before ‘destroying’ U.S. industry.

The primary and general suggestion, 
applicable to trade with all foreign areas, 
that might be usefully offered to the new 
Administration is to minimize interference 
with, and undue restrictions upon, the 
normal course of international business. 

In this way the United States Govern- 
ment, representing the world’s leading 
trading nation, would set a constructive 
example for other governments to follow. 

In Europe, with its need to recover from 
postwar economic dislocation, our govern- 
ment should help, in every appropriate 
way it can, the Western European nations’ 
own efforts toward integration. Beyond 
this it would seem that the Administration 
should recognize that the era of govern- 
ment financing, for economic development 
at least, is past, and should direct its at- 
tention to encouraging and supporting pri- 
vate American enterprise investments and 
trade with Europe. 

In Latin America, with its trend toward 
nationalism, particularly exemplified by 
industrialization, the Administration should 
use its efforts and influence to obtain, 
through bilateral treaties or otherwise, a 
suitable climate for private investment and 
equal treatment for the American with 
the national investor. United States Gov- 
ernment financing of Latin American gov- 
ernment projects, monopolistic or com- 
petitive with private enterprise, should 
cease. 


Competition and Free Trade 


On financial policies that are the root 
of so much evil at home and abroad, let 
us hope that our own and foreign govern- 
ments—having experienced the dire re- 
sults of deficit financing accompanied by 
inflation, High taxes and resulting undue 
government controls—may now turn about 
and adopt. sound financial policies and 
fiscal management that are the sine qua 
non for sound commercial development. 

One tangible item to encourage private 
investment abroad is elimination or sub- 
stantial abatement of doublt taxation— 
the process through which our Govern- 
ment collects the balance of corporate 
taxes on profits earned abroad after allow- 
ance for such taxes paid to the country 
where the operation takes place. 

Abandonment by our Government of an 
attitude indicating hostility to private en- 
terprise would be wholesome. One example 
of hostile action was recently given by the 
widely broadcast accusations of the De- 
partment of Justice against the major oil 
companies in foreign trade on the ground 
of monopolistic or cartel actions. 

Another subject to which the new Ad- 
ministration can usefully direct its efforts 
is our tariff policy. How can we expect 
the dellar gap to close or expect Western 


Europe to get off the dole and on to a’ 


“Trade, not ald” basis unless we make it 
possible for the European nations to sell 
us their goods? 

If we really mean what we say about 
the virtues of free competition and are 
as good competitively as we like to think 


we are, should we fear the consequences 


of really free trade?

The new Administration is under direct 
orders from the American electorate to 
make sharp reductions in foreign-aid 
spending. Foreign aid will be subjected 
to a thorough “look-see,” and out of that 
survey will come a revised program, 
greatly reduced in amount and pinpointed 
to specific areas and objectives. 

The trite slogan, “Trade, not aid,” has 
come into wide use as a means of convey- 
ing the thought that Europe can, get the 
dollars it needs through enlarged access 
to the domestic American market rather 
than by cash handouts from the United 
States Treasury. 

In Europe and elsewhere the sponsors 
of “Trade, not aid” seem intent on creating 
the impression that increased trade will 
automatically eliminate the need for fur- 
ther foreign aid. 


Where Europe’s Problem Lies 


The fact seems to be that if the coun- 
tries of Western Europe continue on their 
present basis, even the adoption of a free- 
trade policy by the United States would 
not completely eliminate the dollar gap. 
There is growing evidence that hope. for 
a. permanent solution to Europe’s problem 
lies in economic reforms in Europe. West- 
ern Europe can and, in fact, must attempt 
to provide within itself a substantial 
market for the products of its own farms 
and factories. 

The Mutual Security Agency in one of 
its more fanciful moménts has estimated 
that revision of United States tariff laws 
might enable Europe to increase its sales 
to the United States to a figure approach- 
ing $1,500,000,000 a year, 

Obviously, there is no comfort for either 
the manufacturer or the farmer in the 
sugg¢@stion that he further jeopardize his 
investment and his means of ‘earning a 
living by inviting foreign producers to 
take over the markets which have been 
created by the economic system in which 
he lives. Neither industry nor agricylture 
competition comes from abrodd. They do 
object to any tariff action which gives com- 
petitive advantage to foreign producers, 


Congress and Reciprocal Trade 


The Reciprocal Trade Agreements Act 
will come up for renewal in the Eighty- 
third Congress in June. This will necessi- 
tate a careful study of trade policies of the 
present and immediate past. 

There is no doubt that pressures for 
the reduction of tariffs will mount as the 
time for congressional action on reciprocal 
trade legislation approaches. The Eighty- 
third. Congress will not be in any great 
haste to enact a tariff program which 
threatens to destroy any essential segment 
of American industry or agriculture. 


It may well be that what the new 


trade will be determined largely by the 
feeling that Western Europe can do much 
to help itself if it will make a serious 
effort to develop within its own area 
Jarger markets for the products of its 
farms and factories.

“Monsoon Quarter,” her first novel. Most 
of the action takes place on a lonely and 
beautiful 26-acre island off the coast of 
New Guinea. Here lives, in so splen- 
dor, a brilliant European who, far*from 
taking the traditional downhill course of 
white men in the tropics, hews to a tight 
pattern of civilized behavior. 


Kurt Long is known throughout the area 
for his urbanity arid scholarly attributes, 
such as his fluency in half a dozen lan- 
guages. With the aid of native Papuans, 
he harvests enough copra to pursue his 
study of religion and philosophy in com- 
fort. and seldom 
cares to visit the 
nearest settlement, a 
three-day boat trip 
away. 

Mrs. Lowndes has 
told her story in the 
first person. The 
narrator is the wid- 
ow of a scientist who 
had known the 
strange island-<iwell- 
er some years be- 
fore. She comes to 
the island on his in- 
vitation, just in time 
for the 90-day men- 
soon, At first im- 
pressed by his erudition, his passion fcr 
neatness and daily protocol, she sqon real- 
izes that his treatment of the Papuans is 
inhuman, that he is, in fact, a sadistic 
religious fanatic. 


Her growing realization that she is in 
danger, increasingly so as Kurt Long con- 
cludes that she is upsetting his scheme of 
things; that she is face to face with g para- 
noiac and can save herself only by under- 
standing his state of mind and acting ac- 
cordingly; that she cannot escape until the 
monsoon is over—all this gives the author 
her opportunity. Her novel achieves chill- 
ing: suspense. 

This effectiveness develops largely 
through the use of a clear, compelling nar- 
rative style. Use of the first person has a 
drawback, obviously, since if the lady 
lived to tell the tale she must somehow 
have escaped. At any rate, {t’s a good 
story and the portrait of the paranoiac, if 
not that of the narrator, is wholly convinc- 
ing. Almost as vital to the novel is Mrs. 
Lowndes’s ability to picture the flowers, 
trees, natives and animals of her island 
paradise, HYNDS.

The point should be stressed that the 
historical setting is more than a Techni- 
color backdrop.

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Food Price Supports and Trade Blocks 


WASHINGTON. 


HAT ROAD paved with good intentions stretches into the 
distance with a bleak and forbidding vista at the end. President 
Eisenhower and the men in his Administration want to follow a 


free-trade policy so that other 


nations can earn dollars in the 


American market and be taken off the American dole. 


But whether this can be done 
in view of the fierce winds of 
economic conflict blowing across 


the country and the world is an- ys 


other matter. 
The pressure 
from _  agricul- 
tural interests to 
put up trade bar- 
riers against 
a gr icultural 
products may 
well become ir- 
resistible. Even 
though thej 
framework 


continued, these pressures can 
effectively shut out foreign com- 
petition and thereby upset fur- 
ther the lopsided trade picture. 

In August, 1951, Congress raised 
the barriers against imported 
cheese. Several countries loudly 
protested, but particularly Den- 
mark with its highly developed 
dairy industry. 

That New Zealand beef recent- 
ly sold across the counter at 39 
cents a pound caused a brief up- 
roar, Now the Senate Agricul- 
ture Committee seems likely to 
look into reports of a deal on 
New Zealand cheese, illustrating 
how trade and aid and domestic 
price supports are all tied to- 
gether. 


U.S. Cheese in Storage. 


The Senate Agriculture Com- 
mittee has been told that in 1949 
the Kraft Company, a subsidiary 
of National Dairies, imported 10,- 
000,000 pounds of New Zealand 
cheddar. This is reported to have 
been sent to the company’s proc- 
essing plant at Pocatello, Idaho, 
and there prepared for sale on 
the American market. 

Charles W. Holman, secretary 
of the National Milk Producers 
Federation, pointed out to the 
Senate committee that the im- 
portation of cheese meant that 
the Government, under the price- 
support program, had to buy up 
cheese produced in this country 
at the higher support price. 

Currently the Commodity Cred- 
{t Corporation holds 22,000,000 
pounds of cheese, which it 
bought and stored away. 


Food Needed Elsewhere. 


If the facts are correct, this 
demonstrates in the view of Sen- 
ators who have a lot to do with 
shaping farm policy that it is 
impossible to have a support pro- 
gram and at the same time per- 
mit importation of agricultural 
products. 

The high support price at- 
tracts commodities from all over 


the world. These foods in many 
instances are urgently needed in 
other areas where prices are low- 


.No one believes for a moment 
that price supports will be abol- 
ished. So, in the logic of the 
influential men representing the 


imports of food must be stopped. 

The pressures are steadily 
growing in that direction. Thus, 
producers of nuts on the West 
Coast now have a case before 
the Tariff' Commission asking 
that a limit be put on imports 
coming chiefly from Italy. Al- 
though the commission is seri- 
ously understaffed, every effort 
is made to consider each case on 
its merits. 


Producers in Genieainens: 


Incidentally, in the new set-up 
in the Department of Agricul- 
ture the powerful producers are 
well represented. Thus the new 
solicitor of the department, Karl 

s, formerly represented the 
citrus and nut growers and helped 
to press the case for protection 
for one of the small segments of 
American agriculture. 

But the complexities are not 
confined to price relationships. 
Competing products upset the bal- 
ance. Today, with coloring per- 
mitted by a change in the law, 
oleo is outselling butter by about 
100,000,Q00 pounds a year. 

So the Agriculture Department 
is buying 1,000,000 to 1,500,000 
pounds of butter a day at 67% 
cents a pound—more than twice 
the retail price of oleo—and tak- 
ing it off the market. 


Imports and Defense. 


The best oleo is made of coco- 
nut oil imported from the Far 
East, But coconut oil competes 
with cottonseed oil and the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation has 
about $50,000,000 of cottonseed oil 
bought as surplus. That cottonseed 
oil comes from Southern states 
whose Senators do not mean to be 
left out in the unprotected cold. 

So you come to the cliche of 
the vicious circle. If other coun- 
tries cannot sell their products 
here, then they cannot earn dol- 
lars and they cannot buy our 
products. Nor can they make a 
start at paying their own way for 
a defense system that will help 
the free world to stand up to the 
Communist conspiracy. 

It sounds like the rhyme about 
the old lady who couldn’t get her 
pig across the stile, with dire con- 
sequences recited to generations 
of small fry. And the conse- 
quences, if anyone will look at 
them, are equally dire in this 
larger matter.

Most Talked-of Piece in Show 
Is Sculpture by 
Welder.

URBANA, Ill, March 2—New

Sculpture by Welder. 

For the first time in the six- 
year series, sculpture is included. 
The most striking departure from 
the traditional concept of sculp- 
ture is an emphasis on volumes 
merely outlined in space and 
composed my means of ribs and 
spines of metal welded or screwed 
together. 

Joseph Goto, Hawaiian-born 
Chicagoan, contributes the most 
talked-of construction in the 
show— “Organic Form No, 2,” 
a metal dragon-like creation 12 
feet long and nearly eight feet 
high.

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LINDBERGH MEMOIRS 
T0 BE IN MAGAZINE 


Story of Famed Flyer’s Life 
Up to June 1927 Sold for 
‘About $100,000.’ 


PHILADELPHIA, March 2 (UP) 
— Col. Charles A. Lindbergh’s 
partial autobiography, “33 Hours 
to Paris,” will be published in the 
Saturday Evening Post in 10 in- 
stallments beginning April 11, the 
Curtis Publishing Co. announced 
here last night. ‘ 

A Curtis spokeman said the 
famed “Lone Eagle” will receive 
“about $100,000” for the story of 
his life up to June 1927. He said 
the publishing firm will hail Lind- 
bergh’s memoirs as the “great 
literary achievement of 1953.” 

Lindbergh spent 14 years pre- 
paring the autobiography cli- 
maxed by his solo flight across 
the Atlantic in the single-engine 
Spirit of St. Louis. The slim 
aviator took off from New York 
on May 20, 1927, and landed be- 
fore a cheering throng at Le 
Bourget airfield at Paris the fol- 
lowing day. 

Ending in 1927, the story does 
not, of course, include the kid- 
naping and murder of his 19- 
month-old son, Charles A. Lind- 
bergh Jr., which happened, 21 
years ago yesterday. 

The Curtis Company said the 
10 installments match the record 
length for a series of articles ap- 
pearing in consecutive Post issues. 
Last spring, the magazine *pub- 
lished Whitaker Chamber’s diary, 
“I Was a Witness,” for the same 
length of time. 

Lindbergh’s memoirs will be- 
gin in flashback form.

These have warned of the dam- 
age that could be done to our edu- 
cational system and the free spirit 
of inquiry for which it is the pro- 
tector, by a hit-and-miss, sensa- 
tional inquisition of the type 
which the committee has staged 
in the past. 

Such fears, coupled with sharp 
reminders of the need of fair pro- 
cedure, have been expressed in 
the last dew days by a number of 
distinguished educators, including 
Presidents Grayson Kirk of Co- 
lumbia University, Buell Galla- 
gher of the College of the City of 
New York and Harold Taylor of | 
Sarah Lawrence College, as well) 


as by George Kennan, former | 
Ambassador to Russia. 

Also, Dr. James Bryant Conant, | 
now American high commissioner 
in Germany, warned of assaults on 
education in his final report as 
president of Harvard University 
recently.

Fears Hurt Teachers. 


The anxiety of many educators 
that real, permanent harm that 
can not now be measured, for it 
is intangible, might come from a 
congressional investigation of 
education, no matter how much 
care is exercised, has real validity 
and substance. 

This is because of the very na- 
ture and technique of congres- 
Sional investigations when ap- 
plied to a field of such delicacy 
as exploration of the mind and 
spirit of human beings. 

That, of itself, creates unnamed 
fears which already, according to 
evidence from educators, has af- 
fected teachers, causing them to 
be timid and anxious in their 
work. 

Congressional investigations 
cannot but be influenced by po- 
litical aims, for they are con- 
ducted by politicians. Their rea- 
son is to secure information for 
legislation. That is the basis of 
the investigative function. 


Responsibility Is Local. 


But no one has attached any 
legislative purpose to the investi- 
gation of education. Even their 
sponsors, themselves, have in- 
sisted that jurisdiction over pub- 
lie schools lies in the local com- 
munity and that of other schools 
in their governing boards. 

The education investigation al- 
ready has had one result. This 
is to arouse new interest in vari- 
ous proposals, some now pending 
in Congress, to improve methods 
of congressional investigations 
to safeguard witnesses. 

President Eisenhower gave 
those impetus, himself, by what 
he said about legal and constitu- 
tional protections.

Costly Education 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


MERICAN medical schools need an average of $250,000 

more per school each year in order to do a really first- 

rate job, according to Dr. Ward Darley, president of the 
Association of American Medical Colleges and vice president 
and dean of the Department of Medicine at the University of 
Colorado. This average 
greater increase than this and a few need less. 

Chief cause of the financial crisis, according to Dr. Dar- 
ley, is the 500 per cent increase in operating costs of the medi- 
eal schools over the past 30 years. Aside from the increased 
costs of educating medical students, the medical schools are 
also called upon to help in the instruction of many kinds of 
health personnel other than future doctors as well as to 
furnish medical services to the community. ’

THE MEDICAL SCHOOLS also support extensive re- 
search activities in order to keep pace with the constantly 
advancing field of medical science. Although much research 
operates on grants from national agencies and foundations, the 
very acceptace of these research grants calls for laboratories, 
assistants, and other needs for research that the grant does 
not cover. 

While not recommending any single course of action, Dr. 
Darley summarizes the various ways in which medical schools 
can brighten their financial picture. These include receiving 
larger city and state legislative appropriations, recovering the 
actual costs from research grantees, soliciting more and larger 
gifts, grants and endowments, increasing community support 
for the operation of teaching hospitals and clinics, increasing 
tuition, and, perhaps, accepting federal subsidy. 

Dr. Darley noted that in reference to increasing tuition, 
student charges now are an average of $623 annually, an in- 
crease of 165 per cent since 1939. Increase in tuition would 
tuition, and, perhaps, accepting Federal subsidy.

SINCE THE NUMBER of students applying for.admission 
to the nation’s medical schools has declined during the. past 
three years, increasing tuition might accentuate this decline. 
Though some states have a wealth of students to choose from, 
others find it impossible to fill all the places in their fresh- 
man medical classes with really first-rate students. 

Surely, states and cities can support their own medical 
schools. Though they have shown a willingness to build build- 
ings and buy equipment, there is still a peculiar reluctance to 
meet the facts of present-day economic life by raising budgets 
so that adequate and competitive salaries can be paid. Yet, 
salary increases are overdue. They are essential to keep com- 
petent teachers, nurses, technicians, clerks and others so 
necessary to continuing the schools’ threefold job of educating 
future doctors ‘and other hospital personnel, conducting re- 
search, and rendefing top-quality medical service.

“A whaling expedition—that is 
what I call gambling,” he says. 
“To spend $5000 a day for six 
months to go fishing. If you 
catch whales, that’s just the first 
thing. What about the price of 
whale oil that year?” 

Actually Onassis’ -whole life, 
from the time he fled from his 
native Smyrna When the Turks 
‘overran that Greek city in 1922, 
has been a gamble. 

“Yes, I was a D.P. that long 
ago,” Anassis explains. “I had 
lost the thing you least expect to 
lose, my citizenship. And half of 
my family, too, killed by the 
Turks in a territorial dispute.” 

With only enough cash for his 
passage to Argentina, he arrived 
in Buenos Aires penniless but 
soon landed a job as a night tele- 
phone operator. From that he 
became importing ageht and in 
seven years piled up $180,000 and 
upon that began to build the vast 
fortune that is his today.
